MUNICIPAL EXPFRIMENTS 


(From Los Angeles Financial News.) 


Iii view that the alleged wise men who are run­ 
ning the Government of the City of Los Angeles, 
after several months of preparatory work, have taken 
formal steps to acquire the distributing system of 
tile Southern Edison Company as a municipal dis­ 
tributing system for electrical energy generated by 
the aqueduct power plants, some facts aud figures 
regarding municipal experim ents in other cities are 
appropos and are unusually interesting to the per­ 
sons who pay the bills, the taxpayers. 
Cleveland, Ohio, is alw ays pointed out as the one 
city where the m unicipality own and control not only 
public utilities but which also runs municipal dance 
halls a t three cents per dance; municipal peanut 
and pop corn stands the product at three cents per 
bag, and municipal garages. 
This year the dance 
hall cost the taxpayers $13,575, the peanut and pop 
corn stands $97,000 and the garage $9,239 in the way 
of appropriations from the taxpayers. 
In its utility experim ents not a dollar of all the 
millions Invested has ever been returned to the tax­ 
payers in tile way of alleged profits and the people 
there have learned to their sorrow what municipal 
ownership of public utilities means. 
In the Cincin­ 
nati Enquirer of recent date is printed a story by a 
special correspondent of th a t "paper regarding the 
experim ents made by Cleveland. 
Los Angeles tax­ 
payers will find much food for thought in the story 
of the Ohio city. 
Says the Enquirer correspondent: 
“In the decade betw een 1900 and 1910 the popula­ 
tion of Cleveland increased 48 per cent or nearly 5 
per cent a year and the total amount of taxes 
paid by tho citizens of Cleveland increased from 
$8,623,957, in 1909, to $13,192,038 in 1913, or an aver­ 
age annual increase of 12 lier cent in that period of 
four years. Tile m unicipal bonded debt has increased 
from $28,419,543 in 1909, to $40,729,983 in 1913, an 
increase of about 12 per cent for each year. 
“C levelands 
municipal 
ownership 
experim ents 
have attracted much attention throughout (lie coun­ 
try. 
Invariably they are pictured as being wonder­ 
fully successful, and in every report given out are 
shown large profits for tile people and low prices for 
tile consumers. Yet it is a cold fact that not a single 
dollar of the millions invested In these projects, or 
of the alleged profits, has over been returned to 
the people or to tile public treasury for the mitigation 
of the tax burden. 
“Cleveland’s best advertised municipal enterprise 


is its electric light plant. 
The city has been in the 
light business since 1906, when it acquired the Brook­ 
lyn plant. 
This plant has always made money—on 
paper. 
Each year an official'statem ent is given out 
showing handsom e profits, but $306,665,75 of real 
money put up by the taxpayers has gone into this 
plant and never a cent has come out. 
No in terest 
has ever been paid on tile investm ent, no deprecia­ 
tion fund has been set aside and now it is officially 
announced the plant is to be abandoned and scrapped, 
so that a large part of the investm ent will be a 
total loss. And all the tim e the rates to consum ers 
have been as high or higher than the private rates. 
“A new electric plant has just been opened; $2,- 
500,000 of bonds w ere authorized for this project. It 
has been two years in the building, but now th at 
the generating station is ready for business, tile city 
finds itself w ithout an adequate distribution system 
to deliver its product to prospective custom ers. P re­ 
sumably more bonds m ust be sold and another two 
years consumed before tile plant can serve any con­ 
siderable num ber of custom ers. 
Meanwhile interest 
on the original bonds is being paid by the taxpayers. 
The land upon which this plant was built belongs 
to the water departm ent, and because it was taken 
from th at departm ent it became necessary to sell 
$250,000 of w aterw orks bonds to buy adjacent land 
for a filtration plant. 
“Municipal dance 
halls—three centB a 
dance— 
called for an appropriation this year of $13,575. 
Municipal peanut and popcorn stands—three cents 
a bag—drew $97,000 appropriation, while the muni­ 
cipal garage cost the taxpayers $9,239. 
“Cleveland has a municipal steam heat plant. It 
was built with money taken from the w aler works 
fund. It cost about $375,000. Great things were pre­ 
dicted for this plant, and it was officially declared 
to be a start tow ard an enterprise which would sup­ 
ply everybody with heat a t a cost much below either 
coal or gas. 
A year ago the officials in charge pub­ 
lished detailed figures showing that the cost of muni­ 
cipal steam, including interest on the investm ent, 
lost taxes, depreciation and everything else, was only 
23.6 cents per 1,000 pounds of steam, while the selling 
price was 30 cents; so a handsome profit was certain. 
A fter being in operation over a year, it has leaked 
out th at less than 200 custom ers are being supplied 
by this costly enterprise, and that the actual cost of 
all steam sold w as over 50 cents per 1,000 pounds for 
operating expenses only, making a net loss of 20 
cents on each 1,000 pounds sold, exclusive of interest, 
depreciation, etc. 
Incidentally this illustrates the un­ 
reliability of official tlgures and predictions given out 
by Cleveland officials. Meanwhile, because this money 
was diverted from the w ater works fund, w here it 
belonged, it has been necessary to sell bonds to pro­ 
vide money for a filtration plant.”

The coming winter 
throws no such dark shadow s before as was feared 
a few weeks ago, and the statement is beginning to 
be heard here and hhere that goods cannot be de­ 
livered as promptly as they are wanted because the 
factories are too busy. 
The world abroad, both that 
part of it which is in arm s and that which is at 
peace, is turning toward Am erica for a large portion 
of its supplies, and the phrase “Buy it in Am erica’’ 
has come to have a potency that has hitherto been 
lacking.— Wm. C. Redfield, Secretary of Commerce.
